ANARCHY IN HUNGARY. 
(BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. PF.) 

VIENNA, Feb. 23.—The menace 
of Bolshevism has created a critical 
situation in Hungary whose general 
outlook is considered infinitely 
worse than in German Auatria. Un- 
der the present government the con- 
dition of the country is described 
as chaotic and a serious Bolshevik 
outbreak is expected. With its army 
disbanded the government is unable 
to offer resistance even if it had the 
courage and energy to do so. 

Public moneys, it is asserted, are 
being “squandered” at an “appalling 
rate” and leading financiers express 
fear of bankruptcy of the state. The 
whole situation of the country is re- 
ported to be “inconceivably worse 
than at any time during the four 
years of war.” 

The only hope of the aristocracy 
fie that the Entente Powers will send 
troops to Budapest and to other 
parts of the country to save them 
from the dreaded menace of Bol- 
shevism. Many of the fexzmer 
aristocrats have gone to their coun- 
try homes and many others would 
like to go to Switzerland, but are un- 
able to obtain permission to leave 
the country. The streets of Buda- 
pest are considered unsafe after dark 
and wealthy persons employ soldiers 
to guard their homes. 

Thousands of unemployed in 
Budapest and other towns are re- 
ceiving from the state 40 to 60 
“rowns a day, three-fourths of which 
is contributed by manufacturers, 
who are fast losing all the money 
they made during the war. One of 
the largest munition firms, which 
recentiy employed 30,000 persons, 
is paying them 5,000,000 crowns a 
week. It t asserted that this is 
tending toward the demoralization 
of the workmen who prefer to live 
upon state pay rather than to re- 
turn to work. 

Manv factories have been brought 
to a standstill owing to the lack of 
coal and it is feared that four mills 
may also be forced to shut down.

RESTORATION OF 
KAISER IS TALK. 


Royalists at Heart, 
Says Expert Observer. 


House of Hohenzollern will 
Come Back, His Belief. 


Says War Spirit and Hope of 
Revenge Still Strong. 


BY EDWIN I. JAMES. 


COBLENZ, Feb. 38.-—-The German 
people are monarchists at heart and 
it i more than likely they will turn 
again to the German princes to re- 
store the country—this is the epin- 
jon of an expert who is watching the 
Gevelopments of politics for the 
American army. 

A former university professor, 
thie officer is an authority on inter- 
national affaires and has access to 
reports and information from ail 
parts of Germany daily. He has 
studied closely the behavior of Ger- 
mans since the digning ef the ar- 
misticen. The result ef that study is 
his belief not only that the German 
princes will probably come back, 
but that the war spirit ls etlll strong 
ameng the Germans and the spirit 
ef revenge lives deep down in their 
hearts. He hase written the follow- 
ing summary of the situation as he 
sees it: 

CHANGE OF SYSTEM SLIGHT. 

“Germany is taking care not to 
change her system too much. This 
might be expected in a people who 
are movarchists at heart. Unless 
the Kaiser and the Crown Prince 
had abdicated, the Allies might have 
their surrender. This 

been a greater blow 
te German pride than any condition 
which has been imposed and would 
have caused jdesperate resistance. 
The abdication saved Germany from 
this, so now the fermer Kaiser is 
regarded as a martyr for his coun- 
try and the fermer Crown Prince 
shares this glory. Of course, the 
Independent jaliets and the Spar- 
tacugs group would to treat the 
Hohenzollernge as the Bolsheviks 
treated the Romanoffs, but apart 
from that the general feeling is of 
loyalty. ‘Men will die by thousands 
for a king, nobedy ever died for a 
friend. And that little saying has 
much truth in Germany today. 

WAR SPIRIT NOT DEAD. 

“The Germans feel at last that 
they are conquered, abased and 
powerless, but the feeling for re- 
venge is burning and the War apirit 
it not dead, but bides tte time. The 
Hohenzollerns gave Germany Re- 
mian prestige against the nations 
in the past, as well as 
prosperity, and it is more than Uke- 
ly that the time wil] come when 
they will be turned to raise Ger- 
many again from poverty and hu- 
miliation. It will be remembered 
they did not sign the armistice and 
that they always stood for every- 
thing of which the German is most 
proud. In the meantime care wil! 
be taken that the people will have 
more share in the government than 
they had in the past and any He- 
henzolicrn will have to saccommo- 
date nimeself to a new order of 
things.” 

PLAN HUN CONSTITUTION. 

(BY ATLANTIC CaBLE AMD a. PF.) 

WRIMAR. Saturday, Feb. 22.-—— 
While the German National Assem- 
bly hag been holding open meetings, 
several committees have found time 
to discuss the draft of a new Ger- 
man constitution prepared by Hugo 
Pruess, a Cabinet member. The 
draft has passed on the second read- 
ing. The original few paragraphs 
have been cut up and expanded into 
109 paeragrachs, which cover every 
point carefully. 

The new draft consists of seven 
atvisions. The first. entitled “The 
Nation and Hse Cemponent States” 
provides that the national territory 
shall consist of the former German 
states as well as other states that 
may, after a plebiscite, desire to be 
incorporated with Germany. 
faz of the new republic will be 
black, read and gold. 

The second article of the frat di- 
vision provides that the executive

he | power lies with the people. 


The third article says the gen 
erally accepted rules of international 
law shall be a basic part of the Ger- 
man law. 

DEFENSE PROVIDED FOR. 


Succeeding articles provide for de- 
fense of the nation and cover 
colonial questions, customs duties 
and public transportation. 

It t provided the natien shall 
have the right to enact laws gov- 
erning citizenship, charity and pov- 
erty, the rights of citisens. crimes 
and penalties. judicial matters, the 
right of union, relations between 
workmen and employers, workmen's 
insurance, promotion of laber and 
trade, weights and measures, indus- 
try, mines, insurance, ocean traffic. 
freedom of the press, freedom of 
organization and meeting, and the 
rights and care of war Veterans and 
their relatives. 

The various German states will 
be represented in the government 
by a “national council.” Each mem- 
ber of the council can intre- 
duce bills, but a bill to be intro- 
duced to the assembiv must have 
the aasent of the council. 

BASIC RIGHTS LISTED. 

The second A4ivision contains 
eleven articles regarding the basic 
rights of the German people, in- 
eluding freedof of belief, religion, 
art and ecitence. Labor, as the great- 
est national wealth, is especially pro- 
tected. Persona! freedom of dwel- 
ling and property are guaranteed, as 
ig secrecy of the postal service. 

The third 4ivision contains nine- 
teen articles and provides that de- 
tails shall he determined by the na- 
tional government regarding the 
regulation of elections. The gpv- 
ernment will meet each year on the 
first Monday of December at its 
capital. The president, it is pro- 
vided, can call the assembly earlier 
and must do so tf at least one-third 
of the members demand it. The 
constitution may be changed a 
two-thirds vote of the full mem 
ship of the assemb'y. 

Election of 2 president is pro- 
vided for in a fourth division. He 
must be at least 85 years of age 
and a German citizen for ten Sears, 
and w.il serve @ seven-year term. 
He may be recailed through a pop- 
ular vote. 

The fifth and sixth divisions touch 
on finance, trade and transportation, 
and a e¢ommon postal system for 
the entire nation. The seventh di- 
vision covers dGetaile of courts and 
other juridical organizations.

GREEKS WOULD HONOR | 
AMERICA BY HOLIDAY. 


a Greek national holiday in honor 
of America is being broadcasted 
throughout this country, and other 
nations, where there are Greeks. At 
a sneeting held here today a com- 
mittee representing the Greeks of 
California passed a résdiution au- 
thorizing the circulation of the peti- 
tion apd the securing for it of as 
many narhes as possible. The peti- 
tion, which will be presented to the 
government of Greece reads: 

“We, the undersigned, native 
Greeks, American Greeks 
friends, respectfully request that 
the Greek government establish a 
Greek nationa] holiday to be known 
as the Wilson Day of Just and 
to be celebrated annually in honor 
of Amertea. 

“We ask this as an expression of 
friendship from the Greek govern-

> CONQUEST OF THE SIERRAS. 
There is a great deal of discussion in 
California and elsewhere concerning the 
erection of memorials to commemorate the 
deeds of our soldiers and sailors in the 
world war now happily ended. 

And we are glad to observe that the 
trend of opinion strongly favors the idea 
that these memorials shall be of a practical 
nature. That is to say, that here and in 
other communities in America it is thought 
that the achievement of this peace shall be 
best memorialized by commemorative build- 
ings in the way of public auditoriums and 
by the erection of bridges, although here 
and there the conventional monument, with 


California, more than any other State in 
the Union, should build monuments and 
memorials to commemorate not only na- 


tional events in which it bore an honorable > 


part, but also monuments commemorative 
of the deeds of its own great men and its 
Own vivid and deathless history. 

A good beginning has been made by the 
numerous statues that are already erected 
to the memory of Fray Junipero Serra, the 
immortal Franciscan who brought the white 
man’s civilization and Christianity to the 
sunset shores of Western America. 

There are statues to Serra in several 
places throughout the State as well as other 
memorials to him in other forms. Mrs. 
Stanford's Serra statue at Monterey, the 
Tilden statue in Golden Gate Park and the 
great Serra Cross on the summit of Mt. 
Rubidoux at Riverside are striking exam- 
ples. 

Some day, beyond doubt, Los Angeles will 
erect at least two memorials commemorat- 
ive of its own individual history. The first 
should be a heroic statue of Don Felipe de 
Neve, the Spanish Gobernador who found- 
ed the city in the faraway year of 1781. 
Where the fountain in the old Plaza now 
stands Don Felipe de Neve stood and drove 
the stakes of the pueblo of the Queen of 
the Angeles which is today the wonder city 
of Los Angeles. 

The other Los Angeles memorial should 
be to commemorate the building of the 
Owens River aqueduct. In both these in- 
stances there ig scope for the genius of 
the greatest of our architects and sculptors. 

IL. 

UT the one great memorial that Califor- 

nia should build is a memorial to com- 

memorate the immortal conquest of the 
Sierras. 

Here, in 1868, was recorded what was 


considered at the time to have been man's . 


supreme achievement. When the golden 
spike was driven in the Nevada desert con- 
necting the railg of the Union Pacific and 
the Central Pacific the bells pealed in 
Faneuil Hall in Boston, and the shouts of 
memeg rang from New York to San Fran- 


. Before that fateful hour had been struck 
by the clock of time California was a de- 
tached and isolated province, a sunny world 
apart from all others. There was no wey 
to reach it except with mule teams across 
desert wastes or by hazardous and slow 
sea journeys around Cape Horn 

In that generation the peoples of the At- 
lantic seaboard regarded California much 
as we here now migfit regard South Af- 
rica—too far away and too remote to be 
considered in our plans of travel. 

It is difficult to realize now that such 
was ever the condition, now, when a man 
boards a train in New York or anywhere 
in America and puts himself up in a trav- 
eling hote] where he eats and sleeps in 
ease and even luxury, as any man does 
who travels overland on the great continen- 
tal railways that had birth with the driving 
of the golden spike in Nevada fifty years 
ago. 


This is the greatest age the world has 
ever known, and transportation is the great. 
business of that ege. And the greatest 
achievement in transportation, before or 
since, was the building of the Central Pa- 
cific Railway acfoss the Sierra Nevada 
Mountains. | 

IS stupendous achievement belongs to 
California. It not only belongs to Call- 
fornia, but to Californians, for it was both 
the dream and the accomplishment of men 
who were ours and who were vitally of us. 

Wherefore, some day there must be build- 
ed on the summits of the great snow moun- 
tains here a beroic group of the men who 
dreamed out of their souls the Central Pa- 
cific Railway and who wrought its comple 
tion with their tireless hands and their 
dauntiess minds. 

In this heroic group of enduring bronze 
and granite shall stand Theodore Judah and 
around him shall stand the immortal “Big 
Four,” Huntington, Stanford, Crocker and 
Hopkins. * 

The great monument must be erected 
where the overland travelers may stop to 
see it, so that they may have burned for- 
ever into their memories the debt that they 
and all civilization owe to these marvel- 
ous men. 

That is what memorials are for—to pre- 
serve in memory great deeds and to teach 
succeeding generations to reverence and to 
be grateful for those deeds. 

And the money required to build this 
monument on the Sierras should be raised 
not alone from the pockets of the rich, but 
from every common man’s purse, and espe- 
cially from the savings of railroad men 
down the long line to the humblest section 
hand. 


IV. 


T HAS been well said that truth is strang- 
er than fiction. The true chronicle of 


‘the building of the Central Pacific Railway 


across the Sierras puts the most thrilling 
tales of Romance to the blush. : 

In all the golden pages of Romance there 
is no more alluring figure than that of 
Theodore Judah, in whose heart of dreams 
the conquest of the Sigrras was conceived. 

For years and years Judah wandered sun- 
lit trailg and the starry pathways of the 
hills with his beloved dream. He was a 
civil engineer, and hig craft should hold 
him in honor and affection almost beyond 
any other man. 

It was not until Judah was dead that 
Charles Crocker, with his Chinese battal- 
fons of workmen, laid the rails on the very 
trails that Judah had drawn on his blue- 
print maps.

They 
emerged from their poverty to well- 
deserved wealth.

There has never been a great commer- 
clal achievement that did not have back of 
it the souls of dreamers. The men who 
have done the big things that have been 
done in the world did not strive solely for 
the wealth that their efforts promised.

Ordinarily we have 
laid by a store to tide us over the zero 
hour, but this year the folks from “back 
East” and “up North” have made their wel- 
come descent upon us in such ovegwhelm- 
ing numbers that the housekeepers have 
been hard “set to” to keep the first table 
up to its usual degree of excellence. 

Then, too, this State has had export de 
mands to meet far in excess of anything 
in previous history. More food has gone 
from California to give life and health and 
“pep” to the soldiers and to keep the di- 
vine spark smouldering in the vitals of the 
desperately-needful in Belgium than from 
any other commonwealth. This has tended 
to reduce our reserve and has added to the 
high cost of living. 

The war ended so suddenly that huge 
stores of food withdrawn bv the rnvern- 
ment for military purposes have not yet 
found a way back into normal channels. 
Care must be taken that the structure of 
trade is not undermined and the whole edi- 
fice brought tumbling down. That would 
be worse than a few added weeks or months 
of high prices. These supplies are grad- 
ually being released and will gradually be- 
come cheaper. 

There is plenty of wheat; but we are 
paying a premium for our flour and bread 
because the pre sg is obligated to main- 
tain a price stan and play fair with 
the farmer. This condition will adjust it- 
self in time and wheat will be cheaper. 
Meat is high because there is no range at 
this season of the year and because the 
supply was consumed so closely that the 
reserve melted away before the unprece- 
dented demand, Beef was never so costly 
as now; but if the cow jumped over the 
moon she was bound to come down on the 
other side, and when the green grass grows 
again on the hilisides and the cattle are 
turned from their haystacks and grain feeds 
meat will be cheaper, butter will be cheap- 
er and life will be worth while. 

In the meantime there is no use denying 
the difficulties of the situation. Living is 
high. It hasn't come down as we had ex- 
pected. Hope deferred may maketh the 
heart sick, but hope realized will scatter 
the shadows. So it is to the future that 
We must look for the turn in the road 
which, unless all signs fall, lies not so very 
far ahead.

“PORNOGRAPHY.” 


A Glimpse at the Suppression of 
Vicious Literature. 


BY GORDON RAY YOUNG. 

Within the week I received a book 
from England entitled “Suppressed 
Plates,” presenting photographic il 
lustrations of censored book plates. 
It is a book of no particular value 
and no rarity, but I understand that 
the customs officers examined it with 
assiduity, no doubt inflamed to their 
duty by the suspicious title. As a 
matter of fact the book is wholly 
innocent. It might go into a sem- 
inary library: it treats of plates sup- 
pressed for personal and political 
reasons. 

Recently a Los Angeles man was 
called before the customs officers 
and asked if he had ordered a cer- 
tain book. He sald that he had. He 
was asked if he knew the nature of 
it He sald no. He was shown the 
book and told to examine it, and ad- 
vised that the easy way out would 
be to sign, within five minutes, 4 
statement authorizing its destruc- 
tion. He did—with alacrity. 

About the same time another man 
was called In and asked if he knew 
the nature of the book he had or- 
dered. His reply was: “I have a 
sneaking suspicion.” He was at 
once placed under arrest and before 
the muddle was over he had lost the 
book and some $590. 

A few months ago, after consider- 
able disturbance on the part of va- 
rious persons and societies more 
concerned with morals than classics, 
a Federal order authorized the ftm- 
portation of “Rabelais.” Yet for 
many, many years “Rabelais,” in 
cheap and in elegant editions, has 
been openly sold within the United 
States—but it was precarious to Im- 
port a copy! wa 

However, anybody can import any- 
thing, from Casanova’s memoirs to 
the Marquis de Sade’s unspeakable 
chronicles, if he can find them and 
read French. Anything in Latin, 
anything -in Italian comes in as 
though a knowledge of those lan- 
guages indurated one from salacious 
susceptibility, though it fs only fn 
Chinese novels that something more 
lewd ig put into print. 


Where draw the line? It must be 
drawn somewhere. With classics? 
What constitutes classics? Ariatoph- 
anes’s comedies, certainly—yet «a 
literal translation would give the 
Comstock Society (recently taken 
over by a Mr. Sumner) trrawaddy 
chills for a month. There fs a lit- 
eral translation, limited, I believe, 
to 250 copies, and these bear the 
imprint “not for sale.” Boccaccio 
wrote classics; so did Balzac. Sup- 
press them? Then suppress Chau- 
cer. Some years ago a fool made 
extracts from the Bible and printed 
those extracts without comment, 
He was sent to prison instead of to 
a pathological ward, where he be- 
lon 


Nobody of sense wants his Eliza- 
bethan dramas edited by Henry Mor- 
ley, yet it is only when Mr, Morley 
has laid his purifying touch upon an 
Elizabethan or Restoration play that 
it can be pronounced “without sin.” 

Students of drama, of literature 
want the text as it was written. 
Students of other phases of litera- 
ture and life want other books. Yet 
there is no denying that book stores 
are pestered by youths seeking 
Kraft-Ebdbing and books by another 
and even more distinguished writer, 
whose studies have been of inestima- 
ble service to intelligent people. 
Sir Richard Burton, who had to 
bring out his “Arabian Nights” in 
India and was one of the founders 
of the Anthropological Society in 
the attempt to establish a medtum 
through which travelers and anthro- 
pologists would plainly tell of what 
they found, declared publishing 
should be left wholly to public taste. 

Public taste rose crushingly 
against Swinburne’s “Laus Vene 
ris”"—which is actually one of the 
wickedest and most beautiful books 
in the language; but only persons 
of a rather extensive classical learn- 
ing can detect the shocking wicked- 
ness. Yet these highly-educated 
people did storm furiously. Public 
taste caused Whitman to be called 
every libidinous name Yankee Juve 
nals could discover. Now Whitman 
is a classic—deservedly. 

Within the year an English wom- 
an, a physician, published a scten- 
tific contribution to sex study that 
most of the distinguished leaders of 
thought in London highly praised 
as of great value. But the Amer- 
ican customs officer raised a forbid- 
ding hand barring Importation. Yet 
every mail from England brings 
books of unmistakable eroticism. 
Some years ago, through an English 
publisher in Paris, a French army 
surgeon issued his observations over 
thirty years made in various parts 
of the world; it is a book quoted by 
English and American writers on 
pathology. Yet ff an American 
wants to go to jail an easy way 
would be to import “Untrodden 
Fields of Anthropology.” 


The situation is this: 
Phy is an evil. 
stuff is dangerous as drugs; its ex- 
citation is pronounced as any aphro- 
disiac of the Javanese vampires. It 
often happens, it has notoriously 
happened, that officers of suppres- 
sion societies, by right of confisca- 
tion, have accumulated private [bra- 
ties of vicious books. Side by side 
in the mails may come two dubious 
books, one for a racy millionaire 
and another for a student. The of- 
ficers can take an easy way by de- 
stroying both books, which is an ob- 
vious injustice; and of only slight 
inconvenience to the millionaire, 
who can have better luck next time 
or perhaps find the book in the cat- 
alogue of an American bookseller. 
The New York Society for the Sup- 
pression of Vice has prosecuted one 
novelist and, during the same sea- 
son, let another as questionable 
have unlimited sale. It has not been 
so very long ago since the Los An- 
geles police officers went prosecut- 
ing a book, and practically all of 
the local book dealers were fined— 
as though these business men were 
no better than peddlers of porno-

The purification of Ameri 
als is in a stupid muddle. It is stark 
nonsense to deny the need and pres- 
ence of authority to suppress, and 
rigorously, a certain type of stuf 
that would be only too quick to 
get Into open sale. But men of edu- 
cation and culture—not fanatical 
volunteers—should be at the head 
of suppression societies if the things 
must be tolerated. Sothe book-cell- 
ers, a little too anxious for sales, do 
conspicuously display “classics” of 
a kind; bu¢ nine out of ten do not. 
They keep those books in retire 
ment, and the more conscientious 
decline to sell to inquirers who are 
palpably after something besides an 
intelligent understanding of the con- 
tent. 

That would offer no golden solu- 
tion to a difficult sitaation, but it 
would at least leave the power of 
discrimination in the hands of peo- 
ple competent to discriminate. It is 
in a sense really not the book that 
does evil: Shakespeare will surfeit 
the pruriency of one fellow and not 
touch in another person a chord oth- 
er than is vibrant to beauty or force 
of expression; and the degenerate 
can even paw the Bible. Anybody 
familiar with Pnglish literature can 
name in one breath a half-dozen nov- 
els, pronounced in every history of 
our literature as among the best, 
that contain pages and chapters of 
frank indelicacy and often some 
thing more. Practically all of the 
Old Plays are honeycombed with 
“shocking” lines, expressions and 
most startling situations. The cen- 
sor doesn’t tamper with these, be- 
cause none but intelligent people 
read them; and intelligent people 
should be given certain latitude in 
the reading of other books. “Law- 
yers and doctors” are permitted 
special dispensation, but even they 
have to preserve a certain formality 
of sneakery.

PASSPORT RULES 
STILL STRICT. 


Must Show Good Reason to 
Get Over Border.

CALEXICO, Feb. 22. — Reports 
that the regulations governing cross- 
ing the internationa! boundary line 
here have been lifted, permitting

tn immigration office. 


“Instead of loosening up, the 


rules are more strict than they have 
been,”” said Mr. Brazie. “We have 
no advices regarding the plans of 
the government toward removing 
the ban on traffic across the line, 
but we are being held down as close 
as ever by our regulations.” 

Acting on the false reports, many 
visitors have come to Imperial Val- 
ley in the hope of being permitted 
to cross into Mexico, mostly from 
To these the immigra- 
tion inspector especially directs his 
remarks. Persons having impor- 
tant business across the line and be- 
ing enabled by proper proof to show 
it may obtain permits to go into 
Mexicali for the day, but the re- 
quirements of the immigration serv- 
ice are rigid and those not entitled 
to make the trip would meet with 
great disappointment. 

Those who have o rved the 
continual stream of reons at- 
tempting to make their way across 
the border have been impressed 
with the belief that not all of them 
are desirable American citizens, but 
include occasional ones unduly anx- 
lous to get into Mexico. Persens 
who cannot answer pointed ques- 
tions if they desire to cross the line 
would do well to remain away from 
the Calexico immigration office.

Aged Man Writes from

Mre. Harry Huckins of 317 Opal 
street received a letter from her fa- 
ther, Philip Du Boils, from Belgium, 
the first communication she has had 
from him for four and a half vears.
